That a man named J. 
Pope was prepared to de- 
fend himself against the In- 
dians and wild animals in 
the early days here was the 
belief of several local men 
today wheh L. N. Kirk, 
postmaster, found @ rusty 
hand-made dagger on Hogs 
Back, near the site of the 
Upland firemen’s cabin. The 
man’s name was chiseled 
on the ancient weapon. 
“June 24, 84” was also in- 
scribed on the handle. 

The blade of the rusty 
dagger was made from a 
file, one side being sharpen- 
ed and tapered at the end. 
The handle was evidently 
taken from a_ trimming 
knife used by blacksmiths 
in shoeing horses. After 
being buried for years, the 
weapon still carried a sharp 
edge. 

Just who this J. Pope 
was no one here has dis- 
covered, but it is thought 
he might have been a 
pioneer miner. 

Mr. Kirk discovered the 
weapon while clearing 
ground near the firemen’s 
cabin early this week.

ON MOUNTAIN AVE. 





May Be That of Man Who 
Mysteriously Disappeared 
34 Years Ago 





The skull of a human being 
which has been at the police 
station since Jast Saturday has 
been the cause of considerable 
speculation asi to who the victim 
might have been. While work- 
men were digging up an old pipe 
line on Mountain avenue, be- 
tween Twentieth and Twenty-first 
street, the skull was struck. It 
ig said there, is evidence of a 
basal fracture, but the skull is 
almost complete with the ex- 
ception of a few missing teeth. 
Strange as it may seem, no other 
bones were found. 

It is the theory that the skull 
may have been buried about 1910, 
when the former pipe line was 
laid, as it was directly against 
“the pipe. Although search was 
further continued, no other bones 
of the skeleton were found.’ 

Chief Sawyer is of. the opinion 
the skull may be that of a man 
who disappeared about thirty- 
five years ago, and it may have 
been buried prior to the laying 
of the first pipe line.

Sportsmen of Upland and vicin- 
ity are all “het up” over the pros- 
pect of getting a trout hatchery in 
this vicinity. The latter part of 
last week the state game and fish 
commission decided to locate a 
hatchery in this county and are 
planning to soon make a tour of 
the San Bernardino mountains with 
a view to decide on the location. 
Plans for the commission call for 
the completion of the hatchery and 
rearing ponds during the summer. 
These will be close to the mouth 





of some of the principal streams, | 


and the Santa Ana river, Mill, 
Lytle or Deep creek are being men- 
tioned. 

The commission has also author- 
ized placing of 100,000 mature 
trout in the various streams of, the 
San Bernardino range before the 
opening of the angling season May 
1. 

Stocking of the streams with the 
mature trout will not be delayed 
until after 
hatchery, according to the action 
of the fish dnd game commission. 
The first quota of fish will be 
placed in the various mountain 
lstreams and lakes shortly before 
May 1 and carried on progressive- 
ly during the angling season. 

Thus, throughout the season, 
there will be good-sized trout in 
all the principal streams of the San 
Bernardino mountains, it was 
pointed out. 

Upland’s city attorney, Senator 
Ralph E. Swing, was instrument- 
al in getting through the resolu- 
tion asking that mature trout be 
used in stocking the streams on 
this district.
